Philadelphia, Feb. 23.— The South- 
ern express on the Pennsylvania road, 
which left Broad Street station at lO:* 
Wednesday morning, collides! with th« 
Morton, Pa., accommodation train neat 
South Street atation. Wert Philadel- 
phia. Three cars of the accommoda- 
tion train were wreaked. 

A rumor gained wide circulation that 
the Bpeeial train bearing President 
Harrison from Washing-ton to New 
York waa one of the trains In collision. 
This, however, waa untrua. 

The train waa crossing a switch to 
pull into South street station. All the 
ears but the last one had crossed whan 
the southern express came rushing 
down the track and struck the local 
passenger car that was upon the switch 
full in the middle. The expraea was 
made up entirely of heavy Pullmans 
and the light passenger car was hurled 
fifty feet from the track, broken and 
smashed by the terrible force of the 
blow. The express train escaped in- 
jury and the engineer lmmedititely 
stopped the train. 

The c-raeh of the colliding trains and 
the screams and shrieks of tlie unfortu- 
nate people pinned down beneath the 
broken timbers of the wrecked cars 
speedily attracted an excited crowd to 
the scene. The Twenty-first district 
police station is but a few squares 
from the place where the accident oc- 
curred, and a squad of officers were 
soon on the scene, and the work of ex- 
tricating the injured waa soon accom- 
plished. Five persons were killed and a 
dozen injured. 

The injured men were hurried to 
the University hospital, two block- 
away, and their injuries are being at- 
tended to. 

Rbadino, Pa., Feb. 28.— A wreck oc- 
curred on the Pennsylvania (Schuylkill 
Valley) road between PhoenlrviUe and 
Spring City Tuesday night A shifting 
engine going east with an empty train 
of forty ooal ears collided with an extra 
freight running west, about one and 
one-half: miles west of Spring City. 

The shifting engine was totally de- 
molished, and both engines lay on their 
sides with 14 ooal cars broken up. Wat- 
sou Waller.

Harrison Hoists the Stars and Stripes 
Above the City of New York. 



An Kvent or OnM Importance-It Murks 
the Heglonlng of the Rehabilitation 
of America* Merchant Marine— 
Uraatad by Booming Cannon. 

New York, P*b, aa— The ceremony 
of hoisting the stars and stripes to the 
peak on the (riant ocean steamship 
which haa (rained fame as "The City of 
New York," but which has been re- 
christened "New York" by her owners 
on becoming an American corporation, 
which was performed Wednesday after- 
noon, drew some of the most dis- 
tinguished citizens of the nation 
to this city. The programme of 
the rebaptism and naturalization of 
the New York, which marks the be- 
ginning of the building of an American 
merchant marine, provided for a solemn 
and formal ceremonial at noon, at 
close of which the stars and stripes 
to be hoisted and be saluted by the 
guns of the forte and United States 
cruisers in the harbor. The exercises 
were delayed by the storm and the ac- 
cident on the Pennsylvania road. 

At 10:30 o'clock the steamboats How- 
ard Carroll and Sam Sloan pushed their 
way through the ice that lined the 
New York shore of the North river, and 
tied up at the New York's pier. At 
11:30 the steamship company guests 
came in large numbers and went on 
board the steamboats, which at 12 
o'clock cast off their hawsers and 
dropped down the stream. 

At 11:44 the guns on Governor's Is- 
land fired a salute of seven guns, and 
this was responded to by the warship 
Chicago. At 12 o'clock the steamboat 
WUUam Fletcher ran alongside the 
New York, and a large party of men 
went on board the steamship. The 
police boat patrol steamed around the 
big steamship, and the fireboat New 
Yorker saluted her with a whistle. As 
the Howard Carroll and Sam Sloan 
drew up alongside at 12:20 and trans- 
ferred their passengers to the New 
York, the guns on Governor's Island 
fired another salute. 
The section of the train bearing the 
" 1 arrived in the depot at 1:57. 
mpanylng the president were Sec- 
retary of State Foster, Secretaries 
Tracy and Rusk, Postmaster-General 
Maj. Halford, private 



L Ramsdell. marshal 
of the District of Columbia; and F. C

The president and those with him 
were at once escorted to the Sara Sloan, 
and a few minutes later the steamer s 
lines were cast loose and she headed for 
the New York. It was Bill o'clock 
when the Sloan drew alongside the New 
York. The bridge was thrown from 
the New York to the roof of the Sloan's 
tipper deck. It was 2:30 o'cIik-W when 
Congressman ltourke Cockran made a 
few remarks, ending with: "Mr. Presi- 
dent, I invite you to raise the American 
Bag upon this splendid vessel."

Washington, Feb 2D.-The indica- 
tions are that the anti-option bill has 
been defeated for the present Maalon. 
The defoat of CoL Hatch's attempt* 
Wednesday to bring up the bill shows 
the temper of the house on this ques- 
tion has undergone a great change. The 

consideration qf the measure was when 
he fought against the consideration of 
the post office bill when a motion was 
up to bring It to the attention of the 
committee of the whole. On a yea and 
nay vote for which he made a fight he 
was beaten by a vote of 14 to 64, and 
the post office bill was taken up and 
passed. After that had been done he 
opposed the consideration of the Indian 
affairs appropriation bilL Her* again 
he was knocked out, and this time by a 
vote of 125 to 75. Then the speaker 
thought Mr. Hatch should be punished 
for his objection, and he placed, the 
valiant Miasourian in the chair. This 
was not such an unprecedented action 
Inasmuch as Hatch had presided ove 
the committee of the whole when that 
bill was up for some years. 

Col. Hatch had in interviews and to 
members of the house announced that 
he would Tuesday filibuster sgninst the 
consideration of any other measure un- 
til he compelled the consideration of 
the anti-option bilL In these attempts 
at filibustering he was beaten twice. 
That showed that there had been a 
wonderful change In the feelings of the 
house on this question. The question 
was what had caused this change. 
There were many explanations. One 
was that there were many members 
who thought it would be wrong to pre-
